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ELECTORAL SYSTEM SHOULD BE REVISED 


Final election statistics reveal that President Truman 
won his bid for the White House with less than a majority 
vote. His total was 49.5 percent of all votes cast. That was 
better than Woodrow Wilson did in 1912 when he received 
only 42 percent of the total vote, but still won the election. 


There have been other minority presidents. In 1864 
Andrew Jackson led his nearest opponent by 60,000 votes 
out of 460,000 cast. The election was thrown into the 
House and John Quincv Adams was chosen president. 


The famous Tilden-Hayes case developed in 1876. 
Hayes received 264,000 fewer votes than Tilden, but had 
a'majority of one electoral vote. In 1888 Cleveland led by 
400,000 out of 12 million votes cast, but Benjamin Harri 
son won the electoral vote. 


In the recent election Mr. Truman won more votes 
than any of his opponents. He simply fell short of a ma- 
jority. 
-j, 
There is a way to put an end to this situation. A Joint 
-Senate Resolution (No. 200) was introduced at the last 
session of Congress by Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge, a Massa- 
chusetts Republican, and Rep. Ed Gossett, Texas Demo- 
crat. It préposes a constitutional amendment to provide 
that in electing the president and vice-president of the 
4Jnited States the electoral vote be counted in proportion 
to the popular vote. 


In Illinois, for instance, where Mr. Truman received 
some 34,000 votes more than Governor Dewey, the elec- 
toral vote under the proposed plan would go 15 to Truman 
and IS to Dewey instead of all 28 to Truman as was the 
case in this election. 


The proposal would abolish the electoral college but 
retain the electoral vote. 


Aside from eliminating the possibility of electing a 
minority president or throwing the selection into the 
House, the proposed amendment would break down the 
.$tate domination of a party in the key cities. It also would 
encourage activity on the part of minority parties in states 
'formerly dominated by a single party. It would make the 
•state origin of a presidential candidate less important. 


But, above all, it would make the election of a presi- 
dent more democratic. Some such amendment is worthy 
of approval by the new congress and ratification by the 
states.

A symbol of our confused times is 
Giovanni Villa, the living dead man 
of Palermo. Sicily. 


Poor Giovanni at 35 is a prime 
example of how a man can actually 
be strangled by the red tape of gov- 
ernment. Through some mishap he 
was legally declared dead in 1944 in 
a small village he never had visited. 


For four years Giovanni has waged 
a one-man campaign to convince the 
government it was wrong. But red 
tape is hard to reverse, in sunny 
Sicily as elsewhere. 
Won't Register His Daughter 


With a fine consistency, the gov 
ernment not only has refused to 
concede Giovanni's existence. It has 
also declined to register hi« daugh- 
ter, born recently, on the medically 
justifiable grounds that "dead men 
can't father children." 


The only consolation Giovanni has 
is that the tax collector has gra- 
ciously consented to let him continue 
to pay his tax bills. 


But it would seem the "ghost man 
of Palermo" is overlooking a sure 
bet to become one of mankind's 
lasting heroes. Instead of continuing 
servilely to pay taxes to support an 
administration that lists him as 
dead, Giovanni should strike an his- 
toric blow against all government 


nonsense. 
Could Wipe Out Government 


Why couldn't Giovanni go to the 
Palermo city hall some morning with 
a machine gun and destroy the 
whole regime. He couldn't very well 
be punished, as a man legally dead 
and held incapable of fatherhood 
could hardly be charged with mur 
der. 


What an opportunity happy Gio- 
vanni! He could go on p2 acidly wip- 
ing out administration after ad- 
ministration until some scared offi- 
cial agreed to bring him back to life 
and grant him a pension the rest of 
his days. 


But what does Giovanni do? He 
merely keeps on paying taxes. So 
far has Sicily, home of the venge 
ance vendetta, fallen from its golden 
days.

against one Willie James.

Chicago, Dec. 15—(IP)—Grains slid 
lower on the Board of Trade today.

Shortage In 1949 


Chicago, Dec. 15—(/P)—The Na- 
tional Broom Manufacturers Associ- 
ation predicted a shortage of brooms 
in 1949. 


P. A. Linden Meyer, cf Areola, 111., 
association secretary, said the 1948 
crop of broom corn—which can be 
used for nothing but browns—was 
the third lowest in history. And the 
1947 nop, he said, was the fifth 
lowest. 


"This all adds up to about a third 
less brooms," he said. "Our normal 
domestic production 
is 50,000,000 
brooms. This uses 42,350 tons of 
corn. But we will have between 
33,000 and 34,000 tons available.

Ford Plant Fire 
Damage Estimated 
At $500,000 


Detroit, Dec. 1 5 — A n estimat- 
ed $500,000 worth of mercury auto- 
mobiles and mercury parts were 
destroyed tonight by fire which 
swept through a portion of the Ford 
company's huge Rouge plant. 


Quick action by employes saved 
more than 20 other Mercurys on the 
final assembly line as workers hur- 
riedly placed wheels on the vehicles 
and rolled them to safety. 


An additional 200 Mercurys, stored 
in a garage area awaiting shipment, 
were rolled out of the danger zone 
by employes. 


Company spokesmen, who esti- 
mated the damage total, said that 
the materials destroyed would have 
been enough for 200 cars. 


About 300 men were in the build- 
ing, known as the final assembly 
line "B" plant when the fire started 
in the upholstery department on a 
balcony of the 2,700 foot long build- 
ing. 


Three men were trapped in the 
upholstery section and six women 
were imprisoned temporarily in a 
rest room, but all were taken down 
ladders by firemen. None was in- 
jured. 


State School Aid 
Program Will Call 
For $177 Million 


Springfield, 111., Dec. 15—OP)—A 
program calling for more than $177,- 
000,000 in state aid to public schools 
during the two years starting July 1 
was offered today by Vernon L. 
Nickell, state school superintendent. 


State 
budgetary 
commissioners 
who received the figures immedi- 
ately questioned that the state could 
afford anything near that amount. 
They will advise Governor-elect Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson and the legislature 
later on state spending proposals. 


Nickell put the minimum appro- 
priation for common school fund 
grants at $101,000,000 for the 1949- 
51 biennium, compared with the cur- 
rent budget of $66,000,000. 


He also brought in a $75,000,000 
proposal for state aid in school build- 
ing construction and $1.200,000 for 
junior colleges. The state has not 
appropriated money for these two 
purposes in the past. 


Another plan for public school 
aid, presented by Rep. Charles W. 
Clabaugh 
(R-Champajgn) 
recom- 
mended a total of $127,000,000. Cla- 
baugh was chairman of a 1947 legis- 
lative 
commission 
which 
studied 
school costs. 


Senator Everett R. Peters (R- 
Champaign), budgetary commission 
chairman, 
commented 
afterwards 
that "we-ve been staggered by the 
requests for money we had today."

U. S. Will Post 
'Keep Out' Order 
At Eniwetok 


Washington, Dec. 15. — (JP) — The 
United States soon will issue a new- 
warning to ships and airplanes to 
stay far away from its Eniwetok 
itomic weapons proving grounds. 


The present "keep out" order was 
issued about a year ago, prior to 
the tests of three atomic weapons 
last spring. It was worced to cover 
only the calendar year 1948 and thus 
scpires at midnight December 31.

spokesman said that while the new 
arder has not yet been drafted it un- 
doubtedly will be prepared within 
ihe next few days. 


Eniwetok is in the Marshall island 
zroup, about 
200 miles west 
and 
south of Bikini, where the

"operation crossroads" tests of two 
bombs against naval vessels were 
conducted. 


Experimenters prefer to explode 
atomic weapons in the Marshall is- 
lands area during the spring and 
early summer. This is because the 
prevailing winds at 
that time 
of 
year carry the deadly "atomic cloud" 
out over a portion 
of the Pacific 
where there are no inhabited islands 
and no shipping or air lanes.

St. Louis Aldermen 
Repeal 5% Movie 
Admissions Tax 


St. Louis, Dec. 15—(JP)—The board 
of aldermen repealed the city's five 
per cent tax on movie admissions 
and reduced the city cigarette tax 
from three to two cents a 
pack 
yesterday, 
and 
voted to ask 
the 
federal government for $25,000,000 
for slum clearance and low-rental 
housing. 


A $16,000,000 slum clearance and 
housing bond issue was defeated by 
voters in the Nov. 2 general election. 


The tax-cutting ordinance means 
an annual $1,000.000 loss in revenue. 
Mayor Kaufmann said he intended 
for the taxes to continue until the

Corporation.
